MEDICAL  OFFICER’S  REPORT 


for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  i960 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Kirkby-in-Ashf  ield  Urban  District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  G-entlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on 
the  health  and  vital  statistics  of  the  Urban  District. 

A review  of  the  statistics  for  the  year  i960  shows  that 
the  general  health  of  the  District  has  been  maintained  at  a 
satisfactory  level. 

Reviewing  the  Reports  of  the  past  5 years,  I find  that 
the  population  of  the  District  has  risen  from  20,520  (mid-year 
1955)  to  21,430  (mid-year  i960) , i.e.  an  increase  of  910,  and  the 
number  of  inhabited  houses  has  risen  from  6,708  to  7 >35 9 during 
the  same  period. 

The  Birth  Rate  shows  a steady  increase,  the  Death  Rate 
has  varied  very  little,  and  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  remains  high, 
although  much  less  than  that  of  10  years  ago.  The  Illegitimate 
Birth  Rate  continues  to  rise  (total  6 in  1955  to  17  in  i960) , and 
reflects  the  national  trend. 

Notification  of  the  infectious  diseases,  apart  from 
Tuberculosis,  has  declined. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  for  the  third  consecutive 
year  there  have  been  no  deaths  from  Tuberculosis.  However,  in 
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view  of  the  continuing  raised  level  of  Tuberculosis  notifications,  < 
our  vigilence  should  not  be  relaxed.  Vaccination  against  active 
Tuberculosis  (B.C.G-.  vaccination)  should  be  encouraged  by  all  con- 
cerned with  the  health  of  children.  At  present  all  school  leavers 
whose  parents  desire  it  are  tested,  and  non-reactors  are  vaccinated 
A watchful  eye  is  kept  on-^the  strongly  positive  for  any  latent  in- 
fection. At  present  this  service  is  available  for  the  12 -year  old 
group  of  children,  and  it  is  hoped  to  extend  it  to  the  10-year  olds 
when  conditions  permit.  I suggest  that  no  parent  should  neglect 
to  avail  themselves  of  this  service,  which  is  for  their  own  and 
their  family* s benefit.  Tuberculosis  is  a disease  which  calls  for 
unceasing  efforts  on  the  part  of  all  concerned  with  the  health  of 
the  community,  and  especially  that  of  chest  physicians,  general 
practitioners,  and  public  health  authorities,  before  it  is  controll- 
ed and  eventually  eradicated. 

It  is  now  11  years  since  the  last  case  and  death  from 
Diphtheria  occurred  in  this  District.  This  has  been  due  to  the 

gratifying  response  to  the  immunisation  campaign,  but  leaves  no 
room  for  apathy,  however,  as  revealed  by  the  outbreaks  of  this 
deadly  disease  elsewhere  in  this  country  during  the  year. 

Similarly  - by  the  energetic  use  of  vaccination  - Polio- 
myelitis can  be  reduced  still  further  and  eventually  eliminated. 

In  order  to  maintain  our  District  free  from  these  serious 
and  often  fatal  diseases,  a high  level  of  immunisation  and  vaccina- 
tion must  be  attained. 

Development  within  the  District  continued  during  the  year 
with  the  building  of  many  new  houses,  and  reconstruction  of  the 
sewage  disposal  works  was  commenced. 

I should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my 
thanks  to  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  for  their  generous 
assistance,  to  the  staffs  of  the  other  Departments  for  their  co- 
operation, to  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health  Committee  and 
to  the  members  of  the  Council  for  their  support  and  encouragement.

me  District  is  supplied  from  the  Council*  s wells 
situated  near  Noman’s  Hollow,  This  supply  is  augmented  by  pur- 
chasing a limited  amount  from  the  Sutton-in-Ashfield  Urban 
district  Council,  During  the  year  247,193, 000  gallons  were 
supplied  from  our  own  pumping  station  and  19,628,000  gallons 
were  purchased  from  Sutton-in-Ashfield  Urban  District  Council. 

Other  sources  of  water  supply  to  houses  in  the  District  are  as 
follows : - 


1.  The  National  Coal  Board  supply  about  381  of  their 
own  houses  in  the  immediate  neighbourhood  of  the 
Kirkby  Colliery. 

2,  The  Meden  Valley  Water  Board  supply  24  cottages  in 
the  Pinxton  side  of  the  District  and  2 Filling 
Stations  and  1 Light  Engineering  Works. 

3*  Nottingham  Corporation  Water  Department  supply 
42  houses  in  the  Selston  end  of  the  District, 

Apart  from  seven  isolated  cottages,  every  house  in  the 
District  has  a piped  supply. 

Repeated  bacteriological  and  chemical  analyses  were 
carried  out  on  the  Council’s  water  supply  and  the  results  showed 
that,  the  water  was  satisfactory  both  in  its  chemical  and  bacterial 
quality .

There  are  26  meat  shops  in  the  district.  There  are  6 
licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the  district,  one  being  a large 
bacon  factory  and  the  remaining  5 are  attached  to  small 
butchers T shops.  All  the  animals  killed  at  these  slaughter- 
houses are  examined  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  of  the 
Department,  often  outside  normal  working  hours. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  the  very  considerable  reduction 
in  the  number  of  cattle  found  to  be  affected  by  Tuberculosis, 
the  percentage  of  those  inspected  and  found  to  be  affected 
with  Tuberculosis  falling  from  14*94  in  1959  to  3*76  in  i960.
